DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Interpretation 

1 . Claims 1 0 and 21 contain language to a threshold rate and rapid transient mode, 
relating to the operation of the compressor. In the prosecution history, it is seen that the 
meaning of these terms ahs been discussed, specifically in the Rejections of 4/16/08, 
10/30/08, and 2/18/09 and the responses of 7/16/08 and 1/29/09. The examiner 
understands these terms as referring to the change in capacity of the compressor. The 
rapid transient mode refers to a change from normal operation speed of the capacitor, 
either speeding up or slowing down of the compressor, in response to increased 
demand or decreased demand, respectively, of power from the fuel cell. The threshold 
rate refers to how quickly the compressor changes in capacity, or speed. In normal 
operation, the compressor can change speed at a rate of less than 40% of its current 
speed per second. If a greater change in speed is required by the power demands on 
the fuel cell, then a rapid transient mode is used in which the change in speed of the 
compressor is greater than the change in speed during a normal mode of operation. In 
other words, if there is a sudden increase in the electrical requirements of the fuel cell 
output, and that demand cannot be met by the normal operation of the compressor 
because the compressor cannot normally change its speed at a high enough rate to 
provide the needed oxidant, then a rapid transient mode upward is used. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 10,17, and 20-26 are allowed.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest a variable capacity compressor system with a rapid 
transient mode with a threshold rate of 40%/s change in capacity. 

The patents to Benz et al. (US 5,645,950 and5,434,016) teach a variable speed 
compressor but do not teach a rapid transient mode with a threshold rate of 40%/s 
change in capacity. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
